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Lesson XIHL—THIRD QUARTER, 
SEPT, 24, 1911, 


Text of the Lesson, Dan. vi, 10-23, 
Memory Verses, 21-23—Golden Text, 
Ps. xxxiv, 7—Commentary Prepar- 
ed by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


These historical lessons from the 
book of Daniel are most fascinating 
and most practically helpful, inas- 
much as the God of Daniel and his 
friends is none other than our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who is the same yester- 
day, today and forever and always 
ready to hold strongly with all whose 
hearts are wholly for Him, not keep- 


ing us from trials, .but manifestin 
His presence with us in the trial an 
bringing us through to His glory. 
Men and women who believe d 
were never more needed than now, 


Oh, for a testimony: such as ‘was! 


given concerning Daniel, even by hia 
enemies! We shall not find any occa- 
sion against him, except we find it 
concerning the law of A God (verses 
4, 5). Knowing something of his hab- 
it of prayer, they asked the king to 
sign a decree that no one should ask 
a petition of any god or man save 
Darius for thirty days under penalty 
of being cast to the lions. 

Although Daniel knew the decree 
had been signed, he kept on as afore- 
time, kneeling upon his knees in 
prayer three times a day, with his’ 
windows open toward Jerusalem, re- 
membering I Kings viii, 47-49. His 
enemies did not need to watch long in 
order to catch him in their net, and 
the king was promptly informed that 
“that Daniel of the captivity of Judah 
regardeth not thee, O king, nor the 
decree that thou hast signed’ (verse 
13). If the king had not before seen 
the design of his presidents and 
princes against Daniel he saw it now | 
and was sore displeased, not with 
Daniel, but with himself that he had 
not seen through this plot before sign- 
ing the decree. 


He labored in vain to deliver his 
prime minister, whom he _ evidently 
esteemed and loved, but even the law 
of God, which is holy and just and 
good, cannot save any one, much less 
this law of the Medes and Persians, 
which was only a great iniquity. Our 
deliverance from the condemnation of 
the holy law of God is accomplished 
only by a sinless person taking the 
place of the guilty and suffering in 
our stead (I Cor. v, 21; Rom. iii, 
19-24; x, 4). 

We do not read that Darius so loved 
Daniel that he gave himself for him 
and went to the den of lions in his 
stead, but we do read just that  vir- 
tually of Jexus Christ (I Pet. ii, 24; 
Gal. ii, 20, 1. ¢.). Daniel was cast to 
the lions (probably not very gently), a 
stone laid upon the mouth of the den 
and sealed with the signet of the 
king and his lords. Imagine the re- 
joicing on the part of his enemies be- 
causé they were now rid of him, and 
no doubt they ridiculed the God of 
Daniel who could not deliver him 
from the lions nor from their power. 

After a night of sleeplessness and 
fasting very early in the morning the 
king is found at the den of lions call- 
ing aloud to Daniel if perchance he 
may still be alive Surely Darius 
must have learned something of the 
power of Daniel’s God to be able to 
Imagine such a thing possible and to| 
encourage him as he did on his way! 
to the den. With what joy and grati- 
tude the king must have heard the 
voice of Daniel and the words, “My 
God hath sent His angel and hath 
shut the lions’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me” (22). 

So Daniel was taken up out of the 
den, and no manner of hurt was found 
upon him because he believed in his 


God (23). 
Thus shall it be in the morning of 
the first resurrection. No matter 


|what the saints have suffered here in 
their mortal bodies, the resurrection 
body will be perfect, for we shall be 
like Him (I John iii, 2). The accusers 
of Daniel were then cast into the den 
of lions, with their wives and child- 


ren, and there was no deliverance 
for them. 

As to the righteous and the wicked, 
we read in Ps. xlix, 14, that the 


upright shall have dominion over them 
in the morning. Study the morning 
deliverances rg Scripture, but note 
that there will be no morning for the 
enemies of God (Isa. viii, 20, R. V.). 
In yerses 25 to 27 see how by a world- 
wide decree the living God, the God 
of Daniel, was magnified. How tell- 
ing are the words in verse 28, ‘‘So this 
Daniel prospered,”’ and according to 
the last sentence in his book we shall 


find him in his appointed place in the 
kingdom—that 48 gdom under the 
whole heaven which is to be given to 
ane people of the saints of the Most 
igh, when all dominions shall serve 
obey Him (Dan. vii, 27). That 
will be after or in connection with the 
overthrow of all the kingdoms of this 
world, as set forth in Dan. fi and vii.

Syracuse, N. Y.—Nine persons are 
dead, and at least fourteen ure seri-

| Lava is Still Deluging Country 
Catania.—Although the eruption of 


Mount Btnasseems to be losing some 
of its activity and the earthquakes are 
less frequent, the immense flood of 
lava which has spread down the 
mountain eontinues its work of des- 
truction. There are now five main 
streams stretching for miles over the 
country. Professor Ecco, director of 
the observatory, who has spent two 
days on top of Mount Etna for the 
purpose of making observations, said 
the initial speed of lava at the mouth 
of the crater has diminished slightly 
{but that incandescent material still is 
being poured out in perhaps as great 
a quantity as at first. Several cones 
have formed near the new craters, 
varying from 65 to 100 feet in height. 
A new mount five hundred feet high 
has sprung up, which is emitting 
smoke and cinders. 


Alaska Cannery Collapses 

Ketchikan, Alaska.-The Ketchikan 
cannery built over the salt water of 
‘the harbour, collapsed during a furi-

C. P. R. Report 

A glance at the report of the Cana- 
| dian Pacific Railway for the year end- 
ing June 30th, 1911, shows how rapidly 
this railway is covering Canada with 
its network of steel rails. The report 
of the road for the year 1910 puts the 
actual C. P. R. mileage at 10,270.6, 
and the mileage under ogonstruction at 
471.4 miles. This year’s report shows 
that the actual mileage of the Com- 
pany has advanced to 10,480.9 miles 
and that it has 983.3 miles of new 
track under construction. This means 
that the C. P. R. has under construc- 
tion almost three miles of track for 
every working day in the year. 

While most of the new track is, of 
course, being laid west of Winnipeg, 
there are also a number of new ex- 
tensions being built in Eastern Can- 
ada. The new grain route from Vic- 
toria Harbor to Bothany, being the 
largest of these extensions under con- 
struction. In Western Canada, the 
Suskatchewan Division of the road 
will construct the greatest amount of 
new track. Here the C. P. R. has 
under construction 526.5 miles, distrib.

The primary colors shown in the 
rainbow vary from red to bine and 
violet, and. the vibrations or lengths 
of the light waves that give us riolet | 
gtow shorter and sborter and at length 
give us red.

One day, guite by chance, 
I came across the statement that there 
were invumerable light waves longer 
than those which give violet. At once 
the question sprang, Werd these longer 
waves represented by colors which we 
don't see, colors for which we bare no 
name, colors of which we can fotm 
no conception? And was the same 
thing true of the waves which, grow- 
ing shorter and sborter, give us the 
sensation of red? There is room, of 
course, for myriads of colors beyoud 
this other extremity of our vision. A 
little study convinced me tbat my 
guess was right, for all the colors | 
which we see are represented to our | 
sense of feeling In degrees of heat; 
that is, blue shows one reading on the 
thermometer and red a bigber read- 
ing, and by means of this new stand- 
ard I discuvered that man's range of 
vision is not even placed in the mid- 
die of the register of heat, but occu- 
ples a little space far up toward the 
warmer extremity of it. There are 
thousands of degrees of cold lower 
than blue and bundreds of degrees of 
heat above red. All these gradations 
are doubtless represented by cvlors 
which po buman eye can perceive, no 
human mind imagine. It ia with sight 
as with sound. We kpuw now that 
there are noises louder than thunder 
which we cannot bear, the roar that 
lies on the otber side of silence. We 
men are poor restless prisoners, bem- 
med in by our senses as by the walls , 
of a cell, bearing only a part of na- 
ture’s orcbestra and that part imper- 
fectly; seeing only a thousandth part 
of the color marvels about us and see- | 
ing that infinitesimal part incorrectly 
and partlally.—Forum.

by simply waving the man away, he by 
that time being unable to speak. It 
was given our that the czar bad died 
from the effects of a severe chill, but 
those who koew the facts also knew 
that be bad committed suicide rather 
than face the avfeat of bis army.”

Instantly Consume the Eartn. 
The parallax of a star js ite angular 
displacement as seen from two op 
posite points on the earth's orbit. The 
base line employed in this gigantic «pe- 
cles of surveying is 180,000,U00 miles 
in length, but. the calculation is re- 


duced to the semidiameter of the orbit. | 


The results are at the same time amaz- 
ing aud instructive, 

Let us take the famous star Are- 
turus, often called the “star of Job” 
because in the Old Testament the 
Almighty is represented as saying to 
the unfortunate patriarch, who main- 
tains a certain dignity in spite of his 


helplexsriéss and his sufferings, “Canst | 


thou call forth Arcturus and bis sons?” 
Mauy conflicting measures of the 
parallax of Arcturus bave been made, 


but the latest made at Yale seem more | 


probably correct than their predeces- 
sore: 
seconds—tf. e., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of arc. From this it ts | 
easy to calculate the distance of the 
star. 


000,000,000 miles (two bundred and | §"™me 


ninety trillion miles), This ts more 
than 3,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. 

Having this distance, we can calco- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tual brightness as compared with that 
of our sun, on the supposition that 
both were at the sume distance from 
us. We thus find that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a light giver about 
2.500 times! It {s a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours. 

Put the earth as near to Arcturus 
as it ts to the sun and all life would

Report For 1004

1884 eight insane persons to every 5,000 
of the. population; 


and that in 1904 
there are fourteen insane persons 10 


every 6,000 of the population. If there 


were little or no change in the ratio, it 
might be assumed that there no 
reliable evi of {ts increase, but the 
increase is so great that there is only 
one conclusion to be arrived at, and that 
is, that, whatever be the cause, insanl- 
ty is increasing in. Ontario more rapid- 
ly than the population.” 

R states Mr. R. Christie, in his an- 

ual report, just published, of Lunaiia 
aba Idiot Asylums. In the year ending 
September 80, 1904, the number of lun- 
| atios admitted was 876 and of idiots 
{ 82, @ total of 958. During the previous 
year the total was 889. In twenty yeasts 
there had been admitted 16,061, an 
average of 803 each year. The average 
“Yafly population of the asylurhs had in- 
creased from 2,867 in 1884 to”6,500 in 
1904. 
The report devotes attention to the 
confinement of insane persons to the 
jails of the Province. Representations 
had constantly been made previously in | 
th's connection, and puble opinion, he 
recognizes, continues to pe emphatical 
ly pronounced against the practice. He 
suggests that it would not be a meas- 
ure of hardship or of *excessive out- 
lay to provide a contigious building or 
annex accommodation to the dat) for 
both male and female patients commit: 
ted preliminary to their removal to an 
asylum. In November, 1904, out of a 
total of 66 lunatics in jails, 31 were se 
lected for asylum care. It is stated ‘that 
the present number in jaiis is 34. 

The revenue for the year from asy- 
lums was $106,167.49 Twenty years ago 
it was $48,135.18. The average dally 
population increased 91 per cent., and 
th svenue 120 per cent. The total 
malfitenance. since Confederation reach- 
es nearly sixteen millions. 

York County contributes the largest 
number of patients, 236; Middlesex 
comes next, with 63, and Wenjworth 
third, with 49. Housekeepers head the 
Mst of occupations, 296 patients having 
succumbed to the monotony of the daliy 
round. Laborers comes next, with 124, 
and farmers close up, with 122; do 
mestic servants are next, with 46, clerks 
14 and carpenters 13. 

Of mental causes of insanity, worry 
comes first, with 70 cases, domestic 
troubles 43, adverse circumsiances 39, 
fright and’ shock 22, love affairs 15, re 
lgious excitement 7. Intemperance in 
drink heads the list of physical causes, 
with 60, overwork being next, 37. The 
married admitted during the year were 
462; the unmarried 496. Among the re 
ligions the Methodists lead, whh 254, 
Roman Catholics following with 193.
